W . S. Merry, Chairman of the Committee 
on the Nicaragua Canal, presented an elab­ 
orate report setting forth the im portance of 
the canal as a means of national defense and 
of broadening our commerce, concluding 
with the following resolutions:

Rcsftlvcd, That our Senators and Representa­ 
tives in Congress are respectfully requested to 
aid the construction of the Nicaragua Canal by 
atiy legislative action that may be proper, pro- 
tecllng the dominating interests of the United 
btates therein, and securing to maritime com­ 
merce an interoeeanic highwav, free to all na­ 
tions, 011 equal terms.

•MARINE D E FEN SES. 
The Committee on Marine Defenses sub­ 
mitted a report reciting the deplorable 
weakness of the m aritim e defenses of the 
Pacific coast, and that every dollar of our 
property and industry is exposed to easy 
capture; and that while we'do not antici- 
i pate war it is the hight of unwisdom to 
neglect preparation for an emergency. The 
report gives, in detail, the guns, torts and 
defenses of the coast, and quotes from 
arm y officials concerning the needs. 


OCEAN STEAM SH IP L IN E S. 
; 
The Committee on Ocean Steamship 
i Lines subm itted an elaborate report, 


j 
The first reference was made to the mail 
service of ran Francisco and Vancouver with 
Japan nnd China. The remuneration ol the 
Pacific Mail, the American line, for eatrving 
the mails was in 1886-87. 513,279 34, or 5427 paid 
by the United Ftates Government for each 
round trip. The Government pays railroads at 
the rate of l .95 cents per mile, and even the 
same rate would be some encouragement to 
steamship owners. The pnctical effect of the 
Postoffiee law at present is to discourage the 
employment of American steamships in l jreigu 
commerce. 
r 
THE ENGLISH W AY. 
The Canadian Pacific Company established a 
four-weekly line oí steamers between Van 
couver, B. C., and Chiua and Japan, in 1887,and 
ran them in opposition to the two steamship 
lines trading out of San Francisco. The Ca­ 
nadian line wns established in expectation of a 
substantial subsidy, which has since been reel- 
ized. A ten-years' conirect nas been entered 
into by the British and Canadian Governments 
with the Canadian Pacific Company, by which 
the latter is to receive 5490,000 a year for a four­ 
weekly mail service with three steamships be­ 
tween Vancouver, Hongkong and rlianghai. 
Tho sea distance is considerai.lv less on each 
round trip than the distance covered by the Pa­ 
cific Mail and O. and O. vessels. 
It is oi ly necessary- to contrast the postal sub­ 
sidy payable to the British-l'anadian line to 
China with tho payment bv the United Ftates 
Government for carrying its mail by the Amer­ 
ican line from San Francisco to China, to realize 
the immense advantage British commercial in­ 
terests enjoy over American commercial inter 
ests in the China trade. Thus, for the services 
of 'hree steamships, inak ng thirteen round 
trips each year, the owners are to receive lo r' 
cirrying the British mail in excess of $37,769 
per round voyage. The United Ftates Govern- ) 


ment enjoys the services of eight steamships 
sailing from San Francisco, making an average 
eleven days' service, the steaming distance be­ 
ing considerably greater than on the British 
line, aud it pays the owners aud charterers tor 
carrying the American mail ¿127 per round 
voyage, as already presented. 


PARSIMONY CONDEMNED. 
The statement of this fact is enough to cou- 
demu the parsimonious policy cf our Govern­ 
ment in respect to ocean commerce, and to ex­ 
cite admiration for the liberal and progressive 
policy of England and Canada. The intention 
is that the Paeifie Ocean line from Vancouver 
to Chins shall connect, by the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad at Quebec and Halifax, in summer 
aud winter, respectively, with a weekly line of 
fust steamships to run from those ports to Liver­ 
pool and for which England and Canada have 
contracted to pay an annual subsidv of 8500,090. 
The steamships ior the Cauada-Xilautic nnd 
Canada-Pacific lines arc to be built under the 
admiralty rules, aud to be capable of being con­ 
verted into uuarmorcd cruisers without delny 
or modification of any kind. 
For this, the 
British admiralty pays a handsome tonus upon 
each vessel, and stipulates to make adequate 
eomjiensation to the ownersshouldthe Imperial 
Government incorporate anv ol the ships in the 
navy ot Great Britain. The amount of such 
payment cannot be ascertained, but it is under­ 
stood to be large. 
The establishment of the Canadian Pacific 
steamship Due to China and Japan has had the 
effect »f diverting a considerable amount of 
United States freight lrom the American rail­ 
roads and steamship lines making Fan Fran­ 
cisco their terminus. 
The t hief of the United 
States Bureau of Statistics reports an increase 
of 90 per cent on the halt year ended December 
31,1888, over the preceding half vear in the 
quantity of merchandise exporte'd from the 
United States to China aud Japan bv the Cana­ 
dian Pacific Railroad. 
The weight ol tho mer­ 
chandise so transponed fo: the six months in 
question is given at 2,175 tons, as against 5.488 
tons ior eighteen mouths ended December 31, 
1S88. 
The principal export in the last six 
mouths of IS As consisted of 2,394'., tons New 
England cotton goods, which 
showed that 
American manufaclurcs are being shipped from 
Eastern points to China by the British steam­ 
ship line, and not from Fan Francisco bv an 
American line. As a further illustration ot’ this 
diversion of trade, Vice-President Towue, of 
the Southern Pacific KaRroad. stated before the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Committee that, 
whereas the imports of tea by the American 
lines had decreased nearly 2,822 tons in 1888 as 
compared with 18s7, the imports by the Cana­ 
dian Pacific had increased by 1,849 tons. 


THE TRADE WITH CHINA AND JAPAN. 
The aggregate trade of the Dominion proper 
with China and Japan on the basis of goods en­ 
tered for consumí tiori and ixpoitcd whs 52,201,­ 
155 iu 1888. The aggregate value of the Japan 
and China trade of the United States iu 1888 was 
544,103,139, or 
about 
twenty times 
greater 
than the trade of Canada with those eountrirs, 
yet the United States Government pays only 
$14,000 a year for its important nnd frequent 
China mail service: while England aud Canada 
have contracted to pay $400,000 a year for an un­ 
important four-weekly service." 
England is 
also to pay a heavy construction bonus for naval 
purposes on the vessels employed. With such 
special advantages the Canadian Pacific can 
afford to quote lates which must drive the 
American lines out of the Chiua trade, and in­ 
flict an almost irreparable injury upon San 
Francisco. 
COAST LINES. 
The Pacific Coast Steamship Company’s line 
(American) to V ii toria aud Alaska receives from 
Canada $17,0)0 per year for mail service and 5219 
for the United States. The Pacific Mail’s line to 
Mexico and Panama receives only ship’s postage 
as dees the Pacific Coast Steamship Company, 
for similar service. 
A small Mexican steamer runs to and from 
San Francisco in opposition to the American 
vessel, and enjoys special advantages. The 
Mexican Government pays the owners 12.700 
per monthly trip, aud they get an abatement of 
£650 monthly on port charges. This is equiva­ 
lent to a subsidy of $40,200 yearly. In addition 
to this direct money payment to the Mexican 
steamship owners, American shippers have a 
rebate of two per cent, of customs duties who 
patronize the line. To meet ihis the American 
vessel is compelled to accept very iow rat s tor 
freight or withdraw from the Mexican trade. 
On the other hand, the United States collect ton­ 
nage dues on this Mexican steamer ot about 
$600 per trip, and on account of a similar dis­ 
crimination occurring in New Orleans, aud as a 
retaliatory measure, orders have been i sued by 
the Secretary of the United Ftates 'treasury to 
exact 10 per cent, doty on all goods herca"’tcr 
imported by vessels under the Mexican flag. 


TH E AUSTRALIAN LIN E. 
The Australian and New Zealand mails arc 
carried by the American Fceanic Steamship 
Comoany, which receives $24,000 per year from 
the Hawaiian Government and about 5200,000 
¡rom Australia ai d New Zealand, and about 
51.000 from the United States, which allows 
only ship's letter rates. It would be a liberal 
estimate to average the general payments by 
the United States to steamships on the Aus­ 
tralian since 1871 at $10,OJO per year. 
The action of the New Zealand Parliament 
and the general dissatisfaction of the colonies 
having been strongly presented to the Post­ 
master-General, he consented to pay SbU.OOo per 
annum for lhe United States Australian mail. 
This decision was not arrived at, however, 
until after the order to discontinue the Caltfor 
nia mail route had been made by the New Zea­ 
land legislature. It became operative for the 
present year, but inasmuch as one oi the steam­ 
ships owned by the company is not on the 
American register a reduction is made, the 
aclual navmeut being $46,SOJ. Of this amount 
the Oceanic Company receive: $28,606, and the 
Colonial Governments 517,332, toward reducing 
their payment on account of subsidy. 
it thus ap¡ tars that the United States, w ith a 
population of 60,TOO ,000, pays less than oue- fourth 
the amount now contributed to the Australian 
mail service by New Zealand aud New South 
Wales, which have jointly a population of 1.6u0,- 
OCO. Aud it shou d be notea lurther that these 
British colonies pay this relatively large sub­ 
sidy to an American steamship company for 
postal iaci itits, of which the United States 
avails itself more thau they do. 
The United States, while not contributing any 
substantial amount to the Australian mail serv­ 
ice for many years, collected a large sum annu­ 
ally from the British Postoffice tor the trans­ 
portation of the Australian mail by railroad 
from New York to Fan Francisco. This charge 
lias averaged ior a considerable period about 
880.000 yearly, and its imposition forms a seri­ 
ous objection by the coionics to the continuance 
oi the California mail route. New South Wales 
has conditionally agreed to continue this serv­ 
ice for another year, but as yet nothing has 
beeu definitely settled. The colonies are re­ 
ported to be willing to pay half the subsidy ior 
an efficient fortnightly mail s rvice on the San 
Francisco route if the United States Postoffiee 
pays the remaining half. This is a very liberal 
offer, and calls for reciprocal action by the 
United States. 


THE CANADIAN PACIFIC IN THE H ELD . 
Meanwhile the Canadian l’aciilc is in the 
field urging its claims for subsidy lo a compet­ 
ing line from Vancouver to Australia, if the 
United States Postmaster-General could at once 
guarantee half the subsidy for a fortnightlv 
Australian mail service, the Colonial l’ariia 
ments being now in session, the question might 
be speedily settled in favor of the San Francisco 
route, but this cannot be done, aud every day’s 
delay improves the chances of the Canadian 
Pacific and weakens that oi the American line. 
'lhe Australian mail service was established 
by New Z aland and New Sju’.li Wales in ls70, 
and has been maintained by them ever since 
with the exception of one year’s interval before 
the Pacific Mail Company got the contract in 
November, 1875, and which it held till Novem­ 
ber, I8S5. when it was taken up bv the Oceanic 
Company. lh e Pacific Mail Company w ith­ 
drew fr m the Australian trade, because with­ 
out substantial aid lrom lhe United States Gov­ 
ernment the line would not pay with the 
greatly reduced colonia! subsidy then offered, 
it lias cost the two colonies named about S\- 
CbO.GOO to m aintain this distinctly American 
mail service. The United States’ payment for 
carrying the Australian mail has net’ averaged 
$10.900 per annum for the seventeen years of 
actual running, bu; takiug it at that figure there 
is a total expenditure of $170,010. 
In point nt fact, however, the United States 
Postoffiee derived a large net revenue from the 
Australian postal line, established and m ain­ 
tained by ( olonial enterprise. 
The Postoffiee 
retained all postage on mail m atter originating 
iu ihe United States, which was lar in excess of 
its payments to the steamship owners for postal 
services: aDd it collected a further sum lor raii- 
road transportation of the closed British maii, 
which may be estimated nt not less than $63,000 
per annum ior the entire duration of the 
ervice. 
In 1880 8! Congress appropriVed $20.060 which 
the Colonies received as a refund lor that year 
of what was considered to be au excessive 
charge. Deducting this sum and the average 
payments lo Ihe steamships, there is an appar­ 
ent aggregate net revenue to the United States 
sl’ostoffice on the Australian mail of 5830,000, 
plus postages in exctssof ship's letter rates. 
On the o'her hand. New Zealand alone, with a 
population at the present time of about six 
hundred thousand, has paid iit direct subsidies 
and bonuses to this line. $3,021.465 since its 
establishment. 
What wonder if New Zealand 
declined to continue this subsidy, when the 
United States whose commerce was being ex­ 
tended ami which derived the greater share of 
the postal and other advantages, not alone re­ 
fused to nay an equi'able amount for carrying 
its mail, but made it a source of revenue. Yet 
New Zealand is willing to bear a fair proportion 
of the cost of establishing a fortnightly service 
to S.tn Francisco jointly with the’ United 
States. 
Even the little Kingdom of Hawaii, with a 
population of 80,000 people pa’d a much larger 
sum annually, toi the past eight or ten years, 
for its mail between Honolulu and San fra n ­ 
cisco, a steaming distance of about 4,000 miles 
each round trip, than the United States, with 
its fifty or sixty millions of people, paid for its 
Hawaiian, New Zealand and Australian mail, 
the steaming distance being 14,WO miles the 
round voyage. 


STEAMSHIP COMPENSATION. 
The second proposition in the reference to 
your committee is “the liberal compensation 
by the Government lor the carriage of ocean 
mails on Paclic Ocean routes.'' 
Having presented in the foregoing recital the 
policy of the United States Government in re­ 
gard to ocean mail payments and its necessarily 
injurious effect upon the foreign commerce of 
the country, it is proper to consider the remedy 
that should be applied. And here yonr com­ 
mittee has the practice of other countries to 
guide them. 
England has built up her vast shipping inter­ 
ests by liberal subsidies paid to steamship com­ 
panies ior postal services. France. Germanv 
and Italy are following England's example with 
marked success. An English Parliamentary 
Commission re cn tly elicited the information 
from Clyde shipbuilders that orders from the 


continent of Europe for ships were now rarely 
secured, the bounty system and subsidies hav­ 
ing led to the establishment of great shipbuild­ 
ing yards in France and Italy especially. These 
countries will soon be wholly independent of 
England for her ships, the adoption ot the 
British poliev of subsidies having accomplished 
that for them. 
England paid $5,930,000 In steamship subsidies 
in 1854. APer our 1 ivil War the psvmcnt of 
subsidies was reduced to $4 iijO.iXo. biit it was 
soon iucreased to $6,107.900, aud thereby En­ 
gland succeeded in checking tho attempt at com­ 
petition by American steamship lines 
The 
Brazil service, established by John Koacb, was 
run o(V by a competing English line guaranteed 
8 per cent, on the capital stock bv the British 
Government. The same police is being applied 
to the Pacific Ocean trade. The China trade is 
already doomed: so, aiso, is the Australian and 
Central American trade, unless Congress adopts 
prompt and effective measures to preserve and 
exteud our commercial influence iu the l’aoitic. 
Without going into details, it appears lo your 
committee that the French svstetu is tost 
adapted to meet tho exigencies of the case. 
The United States is practically without a mer­ 
chant navy. England has, in round figures, an 
excess of 3,000 steamships iu the foreign trade, 
with R carrying capacity of over 3,OJO,000 to n s . 
The United States has forty ships in the f o re ig n 
trade, of 75,000 tons. The total tonnage of Eng­ 
land is about 5,000,000 tons; of the United States 
about 800,600 to n s . 
American bottoms 
n o w 
barely carry 14 per cent, o f American foreign 
trade; in 1853, 72K P e r cent, ot our f o r e ig n com 
merce was carried by American ships. 
Steamships aud sailing vessels must be built 
in America if we arc to become a powerlul 
maritime nation; aud they must be built upon 
terms w-bich would enable tlieir owners to ob­ 
tain them as cheaply as thev could buv them 
abroad. There is a difference iu builders' cost 
of 15 per cent, in favor oi British iron or steel 
ships. This difference should be made good by 
a bounty; but that would hardly suffice under 
actual conditions. The great demand for ships 
under such a poliev would necessarily increase 
wages, hence add to the cost of construction. 
The bounty should cover that, and it should 
also be sufficient to induce capitalists to establish 
new ship building yards and foundries to sup­ 
ply the wants of the American foreign trade. 


FORMATION OF A NAVAL RESERVE. 
This brings your committee to the last point, 
namely, that ‘ the United States mail should bo 
carried on American vessels available for war 
and for transport purposes.” 
National safety demands that this should be 
the case. England is girding the world with 
swift tinarmored cruisers, bunt as men of-war, 
but sailed as passenger and mail boats in times 
of peace. The terms of the Canadian-Pacific 
contract for the China service, and of Messrs. 
Anderson’s contract for the connecting Atlan­ 
tic line serve to disclose the poliev oi England 
upon this point, and should lead to the adop­ 
tion by the United States of a similar policy. 
France, Germany, Italy, Spain—indeed, ail mar­ 
itime countries—have 
adopted the English 
method of creating a naval reserve while stim­ 
ulating trade aud commerce. England pavs 
liberal,v for the privilege of supervising the 
construction ol these ships, and this country 
can afford to outdo her in liberality. There is nb 
time to to lost. American interests are spread­ 
ing ; American commerce is the largest factor 
in the world’s trade ; and America should not 
be at the mercy ol any foreign power to destrov 
its commerce at pleasure, uur flag should b’e 
on every sea. and the National Government 
should have the means at its command to rro- 
iect it. 
CONCLUSIONS. 
Your committee, from a consideration of the 
foregoing, would submit the following resolu­ 
tions for adoption: 
W h e r e a s , It is of the utmost national im 
portanee to m aintain and imnrove the existing 
American steamship lines on ihe Pacific ocean, 
aud to establish uew steamship routes for the 
extension of American commerce: and 
W h e r e a s , An enlightened policy of national 
defense demands the formation" of a strong 
naval reseive to co operate with the national 
ships in time of war: be it 
Resolved, That Congress be requested to adopt 
measures whereby the lollowitig results mav he 
obtained, namely; 
To enable the Amcrican-China lino from San 
Francisco to compete successfully wilh the sub­ 
sidized British-China line from Vancouver. 
To establish and m aintain a fortnightly mail 
and passenger service h;tw een San Francisco 
and South American ports. 
'to establish and m aintain a fortnightlv mail 
and passenger service between Sen Francisco 
nnd Australia, touching at Honolulu, Samoa 
and New Zealand. 
To m aintain au independent Hawaiian mail 
steamship service. 
To develop American trade with Canada by 
paying au adequate amount for the conveyance 
of the United Slates mail to British Columbia 
ports. 
To m aintain and extend the existing Ameri­ 
can steamship service between San Francisco 
and Panama, calling at the Mexican aud Cen­ 
tral American ports. 
To encourage American steamships to engage 
in the Mexican trade by placing them iu a po 
sition to compete successfully with subsidized 
vessels of any nationality ; and be it further 
Resolved, That iu order toencourage American 
Eliip building and to create a strong nava! re­ 
serve, as well as to establish and m aintain the 
above-mentioned Pacific steamship routes, all 
of which are absolutely essential to the exten­ 
sion of American commerce, Congress be re­ 
quested to adopt the Frencli scale of construc­ 
tion, navigation and naval bounties for iron, 
steel, composite aud w ooden vessels : provided, 
that no steamship intended for the American 
foreign trade shall he entitled to receive a bo­ 
nus from the navy appropriation unless it shall 
have been buil. according to the rules of the 
Navy I), partmeut and enrolled in the naval re­ 
serve list. 
That for the better development of Ameri­ 
can trade and commerce it is a nrimarv condi­ 
tion of success that liberal payments shou d be 
made to American steamships carrying the 
United States mails, to enable them to compete 
wilh subsidized foreign vessels on the same 
routes. 
That Congress be requested to enact the neces­ 
sary laws to give effect to these resolutions and 
appropriate a sufficient sum for the above-men­ 
tioned purposes. 
All the reports and resolutions were re­ 
ferred to a comm ittee consisting of one 
from each delegation present, which will 
report to-morrow. 


MUST BE A MAGICIAN,

The police have a case on baud which is 
likely to bother them before thep get to the 
bottom of it.

H e determined to catch the thief, and 
having m arked four silver dollars and a 
fifty-cent piece so that he would knew 
them , put them in the till. 
Then he took 
his 
station in the 
baggage room, and 
through the partially opened doer kept 
w-atch of the office, particularly of the till. 
For two hours and a half no one went be­ 
hind the counter. 
Then Heenan entered 
the room and, walking directly behind the 
counter, stooped and seemed to be busy 
with his valise again. 
In a few m inutes he 
walked out and took a seat at a table. 
H olm an went to the till and found that the 
marked money was gone. 
It seemed a 
clear case, and wheu officers Carroll and 
Edwards camo in response to a call by 
telephone, Heenan was given into custody.

Linton lives in a flat at Queen Anne’s 
Mansions, at a giddy hight, which com­ 
mands a very extensive view of London 
housetops. 
She is a very industrious 
w riter, but her marvelous facility spares 
her th at painful, anxious toil, which with 
other writers is the first condition of turn­ 
ing out good work.

and—no mean thing in writers—her relia­ 
bility.

Mr. 1resident, Ladies and Gentlemen: The har­ 
vest is over, uur crops have been ga rno red ami 
we cm see the result oi tins vear s work. 
From 
the dim horizon of the past from beyond the 
point where tradition and history are blended, 
comes to us the custom of the people to gather 
together af.er the harvest, bringing with them 
specimens of the field, the garden, the orchard, 
the herd, to exhibit iu friendly rivalry, aud 
throwing off social restraint, have the merriest 
time of the year. We are here in pursuance of 
the custom established by our progenitors when 
the twin sisters, agricultpre and civilization, 
were being rocked in a rude cradle, and that 
custom demauds that while we exhibit our 
products aud speed our blooded eolts around 
the track, we do not forget the social and intel­ 
lectual features. We are here ¡o night to enjov 
" ith each other, that new zest mav be added to 
the exhibit and to the track. That custom has 
made it necessary that some one shall lead out 
in the discussion of those things that interest 
us aud that pertain to such gatherings as we 
have here to-night, and for ihe want of some 
one more competent the Directors selected vour 
humble servant for the duty. I am conscious 
of my inability to do justice to a subject so 
grand, but it is every man s duty to harkcn to 
the 
call of his 
fellow citizens, 
and fill 
the public tru t allotted to him to the best of his 
ability. When the shortcomings are noted tho 
disappointment will be yours, the chagrin mine. 
\V hy is it that agriculture- is so often consid 
ere-d a dull, stupid avocation ? Why an- fanners 
in some circles referred to as clod-hoppers, liav- 
seeds and the like .’ Agriculture is the founda 
tion of all otlu r avocations, without it none 
other could exist. The fanner is the most inde­ 
pendent of all men 
On his shoulders rest uot 
only lite weight of empire, but the very exist­ 
ence of man as a civilized being. Agriculture 
is the mud-sill on which the whole superstruct­ 
ure rests. Go. you farmers, to the metropolis 
of your county or vour Stale wheu the crops 
are in doubt and see how anxiously everyone 
inquires as to the probable res n t. No trade, no 
avocation, no profession isfree from the anxietv. 
All look wi'h interest to the weather reports 
about the time of the turning point of the crops. 
Nor is this because oi any fear of famine or 
scarcity of provisions ss mav have been Uc­ 
ease before the perfection of transportation itad 
been reached, but it is because there will be 
dull times, aud a scarcity of money if the crops 
laii. 'I Itere will be no oust ness. 
Let this 
State fall ten millions short on its receipts 
ior the agricultural prod tic: tons and there will 
be dull times ail over—everywhere you will 
find that people will have to cut expenses 
short; but let the Sta’e receive ten millions ex­ 
tra for her agrieultnral productions, aud for­ 
tunes will be made in every business, there 
will be a bcom everywhere. 
It is something 
taken out of the ground—something created ' 
But it is something more. Gold is taken out of 
the ground - it, too, is something crested, bu’ a 
niiniug country is ever poor, because the money 
lias to go out of the country to purchase the 
necessaries and luxuries 0f life. A Slate w ilt 
one million people will be rich if she can s-il 
annually fifty million dollars worth of agricult­ 
ural products—fifty dollars apiece. 
But a state 
with one million people with no agriculture 
will be poor if she takes out of the ground, to 
sell, fifty millions of dollars worth of gold— 
only fi ty dollars each ! 
Then well may we 
exult at the weight of our w heat, the s'ze ot ru r 
pumpkins, he tat ou our calves! Well may the 
farmer hop proudly over the clods, and wear 
the hay seed in his hair with the prid’ of a 
King when the diadem of jewels is set on his 
brow : 
Agriculture is not only the source of wealth— 
it is wealth. It is a mistake we have fallen into 
calling gold wea’th. it represents wealth. A 
man might stand i n a pile of gold as high as 
Shasta aud starve to death, but with agricultural 
productions of n small va ne he would toll in 
weal’b—that is he would have plenty, »nd 
plenty is wea’th. I have thought much on this 
difference between the productions of the mine 
and the productions of the farm. Both come 
out of the ground, both are created, as it were 
by labor 
Gold is taken out aud goes off after 
the farm products, aud does not return. It goes 
into the cir uiating current of the world, and is 
of no more value to the State that produces it 
than to any other. There never had been a dis­ 
trict or country inhabited by man since Adam 
whe-e the soil is good, that the people were not 
rich in all that goes toward making mankind 
happy aud contented, even though thev had to 
use itou or cakes of soap for a circulating 
medium—many things have been made to take 
the place of gold. In tact, to-dav, with our 
great abundance oi gold, only about 3 per rent 
of the business of the world is doue with goid or 
silver. 
It is done with bits of paper. 
1- 
is said that gold must stand back of this 
paper. Is that truc? I m aintain no. It is eg: i 
cuitare that backs the whole ! The piece of 
paper stamped by the Government 520 is a» 
much 520 as the gold piece stamped in like 
manner, and back of that pap -r $20 is the land 
the agriculture of this whole Government—ami 
without that agriculture it would not be worth 
as much as blank paper. All other things 
might stop and the paper would still be worth 
the 520. The circulating medium of a nation, 
then, is not the wealth of the nation, and must 
not be confounded with it. When you go to 
hun’ for the wealth of a nation look at the con­ 
dition of its agriculture. How much does it 
produce per capita. Th n you have gotten its 
wealth. 
Suppose two men on a raft at sea, one has a 
bag ot gold Ihe other a bag of biscuit. Which 
has the v eaith ’’ One lias the medium of ex­ 
change, hut it i» useless as brick-bats without 
something in the m arket! In the case above 
there would be no biscuit iu the market, and 
the medium would be wo. thless. The products 
of agriculture can never be made worthless. 
Even in case of over-production the real w. altii 
is there. There is plenty and prosperity in the 
land. There is s J much—each one has such au 
abundance that there is but little exchanging 
going on. If Jones has a fat lamb to spare, and 
wants a bushel of wheat of which his neighbor 
Smith has a surplus, be can take over his m ut­ 
ton and make the swap, and both be satisfied. 
Money was invented for the convenience of 
just such men. Jones takes his surplus mut'on 
to market and turns it into money, and that 
money simply represents Jones’ spare muttcn. 
Smith goes to market and the money he gets for 
his wheat represents his spare wheat. Each in 
turn buys the spare product of the other, and 
his money is gone. It has been a simple conve­ 
nience 
The mutton and the wheat were the 
only wealth. Likewise, for convenience, trades 
were established. For instance, a number of 
farmers found it more oouv uieitt to let one 
man tan the hides they took off their beef cat­ 
tle, and they turnish that msu other products 
in payment, and thus they get their shoes, by a 
direct exchange of products when there was no 
circu'-atiugm edum convenpiit In that method 
then money wa, want ng, but all the time they 
had the true wealth. 
It is tme that labor engaged in other avoca­ 
tions creates a representative of wealth. A citv 
may be a manufacturing city aud bring iu much 
oi the circulating medium, but it has no pri­ 
mary, no independent wealth. It could not live 
of itself—it could not stand alone. Agriculture 
can just do that.

The issue is, sim ply, shall San Francisco, 
Portland and our pons on Puget Sound become 
way stations on E ngland's belt route around the 
globe, relyiug on m ain distributing points built 
up w ithin h er jurU diction? We are not able to 
see any other result th an this, to lollow the 
threatened change in the lines of transporta­ 
tion. Of course, it is in the power of E ngland 
to take advantage of any passing m isunder- 
standingbetw etn A m erican shippers and Am er­ 
ican overland roads, or betw een those roads and 
the Governm ent, by richly subsidizing her 
Canadian road and enabling it to do business 
w ithout regard to im m ediate profit, to the end 
th at our roads m ay be crippled. Such an act is 
like an act of w ar, for th e crippling of an an ­ 
tagonist, and is justifiable by E ngland’s com ­ 
m ercial policy. It is like the Soudan conquest 
of the Dervishes by c u ttn g of th eir drinking 
w ater and shooting them as they sought the 
spri - gs to slake their thirst. 
England does not 
take such pains m erely lor the sake of crinpling 
Aiperican railways, biit in order to destroy the 
com m ercial cities of our p art of this coast to 
build up others on herow n im m ain. The keen­ 
ness ol her policy is m anifest in its reliance 
upon the anti-railroad feeling of our i>eople, 
who are w illing, too often, to sacrifice a perm a­ 
nent advantage for the pleasure of satisfying a 
present spite th a t originates iu m isunderstand­ 
ing. 
The question is w hether th at foolish 
“ misunderstanding ” shall be allowed to 
continue in any degree. 
V ery little re­ 
mains of it, but here and there we dis­ 
cover a dismal attem pt on th e p art of 
demagogues to blow the sm oldering em­ 
bers to a flame once more. 
Mr. Totyl, in 
the Orceland Monthly for September, lias 
well said : “ It has taken many years for 
the m erchants of the country to learn th at 
all the interests of this vast country are 
interdependent; th at any policy th at in­ 
jures one will in tim e prove injurious to 
the others, because the interests of all are 
m utual.” 
N ot only the m erchant class, 
but the producers, for years, in this State, 
were in antagonism to railw ay interests, on 
the most absurd grounds, and they have 
just discovered the tru th th at precisely in 
proportion as the ability of the carrier 
system lias been interfered 
w ith 
and 
crippled the producing interests have suf­ 
fered.

A CANADIAN CONFESSION. 


T hroughout the interior the D istrict 
F airs of the season have been attended by 
very large numbers of people, and those 
now open are experiencing the th rill of 
successful exhibition. 
N ot only has there 
been great attendance of people, but un­ 
usual and most gratifying interest m ani­ 
fest in the fairs, in the products exhibited 
and the methods of their production, and 
iu the examples of fine stock-breeding 
shown. 
The fear had been expressed th at be­ 
cause of some dullness in business circles 
the fairs of this season would be patron­ 
ized less liberally than heretofore. 
But 
such has not proved to be the case, and 
the belief is th at the season will turn out 
to have been one of the best for fairs that 
th e State has had. 
T he probability is, therefore, th at the 
State Fair, to open on Admission Day, 
w ill be largely attended also. 
The evi­ 
dences are already at hand to demonstrate 
th a t it will be an exceedingly attractive 
exposition, and notably so in the display 
of fine bred horses and cattle. 
T he State 
and th e D istrict Fairs have proved in the 
last fifteen years to be the best of agencies 
for advancing the interests of th e fine 
stock-breeder. 
AVhat lias proven true at 
th e 
East has obtained here. 
As the 
F iairic Farmer well says : 
T he dissem ination of 
im proved liv esto ck 
w ould have m ade hut slight progress h ad there 
becu uo fairs at w hich the im proved h eeds 
could be show n to farm ers and to farm ers’ sons. 
I t has been through these object-lessons com ing 
to the observation of the younger m en that 
progress has beeu m ade, as the opening up and 
im provem ent of farm hom es has taken all the 
attention and required all th e m ental and phy­ 
sical forces ol the pioneers. 


T bc outlook for the State F air being ex­ 
cellent; the rates of travel having been 
reduced to “ specials ” for the occasion; 
new and attractive features for the amuse­ 
m ent as well as the instruction of visitors 
having been added ; the live-stock display 
being assured to an extent th at w arrants 
the belief it will be the best yet made, it 
only rem ains for the people to make the 
county exhibits exceptionally large and 
fine. 
To this highly im portant departm ent of 
the State F air there cannot be given too 
m uch attention. 
These grouped exhibits 
are powerful object lessons; they illustrate 
more forcibly than any other m ethod at 
any fair could, the capacity of the several 
counties, and they disseminate more prac­ 
tical information concerning our agricult­ 
ural, m ineral and other resources, than 
could be done by any other m ethod con 
sistently w ith the cost involved. 
T he people of this city stand in the 
State F air season in the attitude of hosts. 
They are expected to entertain the people 
from abroad, to fairly represent the seat of 
political government, and to m aintain the 
dignity and good name of the Capital of 
th e State. 
This is a relation inseparable 
from citizenship in the Capital City. 
We 
ought, therefore, in common justice to our­ 
selves and to our guests, to see to it that 
th e latter are well provided for, and not 
subjected to exactions and indignities. 
In 
this m atter a little care-taking on the part 
of each citizen will prevent any com­ 
plaints being made or justified. 
For we 
have capacity to comfortably house and 
feed twenty thousand strangers if neces­ 
sary. 
There is so much of value in these re­ 
unions of the people of the State, so much 
of practical and social benefit in these 
annual expositions, and they are growing 
so rapidly in importance and attractive­ 
ness, th a t presently Sacramento will find 
it a duty, as it will be a pleasure, to organ­ 
ize for the easy, systematic and economic 
distribution of great crowds of visitors, for 
entertainm ent at ¡daces provided for them 
in advance. 
For th e present, however, 
w ithout organization, visitors who are at 
all careful find no difficulty in securing 
am ple and pleasant accommodations. 
In the meantime, while preparing for 
our guests, let us not be unm indful of the 
obligation to inform the people of the 
State thoroughly of the fact th a t their 
State F air will be worthy of th eir per­ 
sonal inspection. 
It is not th at this city 
may gain some small benefit, a mere trifle 
in view of her commercial importance and 
expanding trade, but that the fair as a 
State institution shail be made represent­ 
ative of the whole State by large attend­ 
ance of people from all partsof Califoraia- 
For it is a means to tbc development and 
building up of California which is a m at­ 
ter of far greatest concern to this and all 
o th er communities. 
O ur endeavor should 
be, therefore, to secure a varied and large 
ex h ib it of State production, of agricult­ 
ural, mechanical, artistic and other evi­ 
dences of State progress, and to insure the 
very largest attendance of people in the 
history of the State A gricultural Society. 
To these ends every one should expend 
some energy.

L o n d o n , August 29th.—The strikers in 
this large city feel their own strength, and 
their leaders im press upon them night and 
day that the metropolis is pretty m uch at 
their mercy. 
It is becoming more and 
more difficult every hour to see any way 
out of the difficulty. 
It is often pointed 
out that in the event of a blockade London 
would be reduced to starvation. 
It is get­ 
ting into som ething like that position. Ships 
can come up the river, but they cannot un ­ 
load. Cargoes of foreign meat are spoiling 
in the Thames. Corn cannot be discharged 
from the vessels which brought it, and 
even passenger traffic is beginning to be 
disorganized. The whole business of Lon­ 
don is affected, for nothing can be bought 
or sold unless delivery can be guaranteed. 
Moreover, the strike seems likely to extend 
to Southam pton, Liverpool and other ports, 
and if it does the ocean traffic will be the 
most seriously im paired, if not actually 
stopped for a time, with the most serious 
consequences for the police, as well as for 
the various companies. 


STILL UNDECIDED. 


L o n d o n , A ugust 27th — -J p. 
m .— The 
strike is at a deadlock still. At a mass 
meeting of the strikers this m orning 4,000 
were present. B um s addressed the strikers. 
H e predicted they would win to day. Two 
propositions were rejected to-day. 
The 
first was for the em ploym ent by wharfing­ 
ers of dockmen on the independent docks. 
The other was a proposition by the wharf­ 
ingers to the dock companies to make 
American clauses in bills of lading inoper­ 
ative so far as concerned wharfingers and 
granary keepers. Representatives of the 
companies 
are preparing a manifesto. 
They declare they will only pay five pence 
an hour.

SELLING SAMPLE LOTS OF WINE. 


P riv a te B ran d s to b e In trod u ced by th e 
A u ction S ystem . 
[S. F. E xam iner, August 29th.J 
For some tim e past wine m akers have 
been discussing the advisability of holding 
sample auction salts for the purpose of 
placing their brands before the public. 
Heretofore they have been obliged to sell 
in bulk princi¡tally to the wine merchants, 
who have been in the habit of blending, 
bottling and putting the products on the 
market as their own brands. 
Thesam pie auction system is not intended 
to run opposition to the wine merchants ; 
in fact, they wiil be invited to place their 
wines before the public, and several have 
already taken advantage of the invitation 
and promise to sell sample lots. 
The project, which is really an experi­ 
ment, is under the direction of members of 
the State V iticullural Commission, and the 
sales will take place in the exhibit rooms 
on Montgomery street. 
W ines sold in casks will be limited to 
1.000 gallons of a kind in 50 gallon pack­ 
ages. A producer having several kinds 
may sell .‘5,000 gallons, but not more than 
1.000 of a kind. 
It has been decided that no person may 
sell unless he is an exhibitor with hia wares 
in the vilicultural rooms. The quantity 
disposed of by one person at one sale shall 
be limited to 200 cases. 
Sales shall take place once a week. An 
official auctioneer will dispose of all goods. 
Wtnes ofiered for sale must be previously 
inspected by the State Viticultural Com­ 
mission and the Analyist. No poor wines 
will be put up for sole. The object of 
lim iting the am ount of wine sold by each 
owuer is to prevent unloading large quan­ 
tifies that would break the m arket.

SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


L ittle H arry R eed ’s L eg M an gled U nder 
a R a ilro a d Car. 
A little before 10 o'clock last night a 
painful accident happened on the railroad 
bridge leading to W ashington. It appears 
that H arry Reed, aged between 12 and 13 
years, in company with another boy, had 
been over in W ashington and were return­ 
ing to this city, when they were overtaken 
on the bridge by a freight tiain. Reed’s 
companion states that Reed attem pted to 
climb upon one of the cars, but fell with 
one leg under the car, and that one of the 
trucks passed over it. However the acci­ 
dent happened, the unfortunate boy dragged 
him self out from under the train and lay 
beside the track, with his right leg m an­ 
gled, until he was picked up and carried to 
the Receiving Hospital at the police station. 
W hile awaiting the arrival of the sur­ 
geons, who had been sent for, a R ecord- 
U nion reporter visited the lad and found 
him lying upon a cot w ith his mangled 
limb exposed. 
He had not shed a tear, 
and was as self-possessed as if nothing had 
happened. H e answered questions freely, 
and said he did not try to jum p on a car, 
but that it struck and knocked him down 
before he saw it. 
The mangled leg was a shocking looking 
object. The car-wheels had passed over 
the limb about midway between the ankle 
and knee, and again just above the knee, 
crushing the bones into splinters and tear­ 
ing the flesh off almost the entire length of 
the leg. 
City Physician Nichols, Dr. 
H untington and the child's m other soon 
arrived. The surgeons at once decided 
that the limb m ust be am putated prettv 
close to the body as the only hope of sav­ 
ing the boy's life. 
The little fellow uttered not a groan 
during the tim e the surgeons were exam ­ 
ining his injuries, but as soon as they at­ 
tempted to adm inister 
chloroform 
bis 
screams could be heard a block away. He 
wanted them to proceed w ithout adm inis­ 
tering an anesthetic, but that, of course, 
the surgeons could not do. The operation 
was soon performed, and at m idnight the 
plucky child was resting as quietly as could 
be expected. 
H is m other is the wife of Professor Si­ 
mon, who is somewhat prom inent in local 
sporting circles. The boy is said tc have 
been rather wild and wayward, and his 
mother has long feared that some accident 
would befall him .

L. B. Vandenberg, Dr. W . W . Light, W- 
A .G ett and Peter Burns, will depart to­ 
day for San Francisco, where to-morrow 
they will participate in the celebration of 
the fortieth anniversary of the Hum boldt 
Association by a banquet at 1:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon, at the restaurant at 636 
M arket street. 
The association is com­ 
posed of passengers who arrived in 1£4!> on 
board the ship Humboldt. Since 1869 it 
has been the custom for the survivors to 
hold an annual reunion. 
The H um boldt was purchased in P an­ 
am a in May. 1843, for 00,000, and sailed 
immediately for San Francisco with 365 
passengers. She was condemned and sold 
ljr $12 000. The vessel was 102 days in 
m aking the trip, arriving on the morning 
of Augus'. 30,1849. C. P. H untington was 
among those who arrived on the H um ­ 
boldt. The only Sacramento survivors of 
that memorable voyage are the four first 
mentioned. Their invitations read: 
"Hum boldters ! On deck Saturday, Au­ 
gust 31st. Password—'liean Soup.’ " 


FACING THE MUSIC.

Charles Roberts, charged with assault 
with intent to com m it murder, was up for 
exam ination in the Police Court yesterday 
and had his case continued until to-day.

Roberts ascertained 
this, and the other day he came down and 
surrendered him self "to the officers. Al­ 
though the $50 was forfeited on account of 
his leaving, m atters were so arranged by 
the Court that the friends who p at up the 
deposit lost only $2 50.

F a re w ell Serm on by R ev. G. R . B ird, of 
th e P re sb y te ria n C hurch. 
At the. Fourteenth-street Presbyterian 
Churcb last Sunday the pastor, Rev. George 
R. Bird, delivered the following farewell ser­ 
m on to the congregation, to whose spiritual 
welfare he had adm inistered during the 
past six y ears: 
And upon the first day of the week, when the 
disciples came together to break bread, Paul 
preached unto them, ready to depart on the 
morrow, and continued his speech until mid­ 
night.—Acts xx., 7. 
This text contains the five subjects upon 
which a Christian m inister would wish to 
speak in closing his labors among a Chris­ 
tian people. It is pardonable if I depart 
from my usual custom of silence concern­ 
ing myself and on this occasion am some­ 
w hat personal in this valedictory. 
I.—THE CHRISTIAN SERVICE. 
Christian life is a service in which the 
soul toils. M anual labor is not the only 
labor. Spiritual labor is far more exacting, 
exhausting and far-reaching. To have the 
m ind and heart in harness drawing heavy 
loads for others’ good is the severest sort of 
toil. The care of all the churches that 
came upon Paul was a care that every m in­ 
ister shares to a certain degree. 
This service is for Christ's sa k e ; that is 
the m eaning of the Christian m inistry. As 
Christ was the servant of men for God’s 
sake so the Christian is servant of men for 
Christ’s sake. Not for the sake of a living, 
or of showing one's learning, or of position, 
or public power, but for love of Christ. 
The love of Christ constrains. If it was 
not so we should be about our own busi­ 
ness like everybody else. In this spirit we 
have served you in this city six years—in 
word as we were able and in deed as we 
had opportunity. B ut it is to cease to day. 
Our abode among you has been very pleas­ 
ant, but now we m ust say good-by. 
You 
will bear witness that in all these years we 
have served not for lucre’s sake, but for 
the Lord’s sake. 
II.—THE CHRISTIAN SABBATH 
Is the first day of the week. On that day 
Christians assemble 
to 
emphasize two 
truths—that the Lord H e is God and we 
are His people. The world needs, in its 
forgetfulness, to have public testimony 
once in seven days. 
W e have not been 
forgetful to do this. Also, this day cele­ 
brates Christ’s resurrection and our de­ 
livery from the dom inion of the grave. It 
is the Christian day of independence, 
celebrated not once a year, but once a 
week. 
This Sabbath is neither 
Jewish nor 
American. 
We do not keep it in mem ory 
of creation and deliverance from Egypt’s 
bondage, as do the Jews. 
W e celebrate 
redemption and deliverance from sin. 
We 
do not keep it because our forefathers did, 
and because the law of the land requires it. 
We keep it because the Apostles kept it 
and for love of our Lord. 


I I I .— TH E CHRISTIAN SACRAMENT 
Is the Feast Day of the Christian. 
We 
have few’ feast days; but those we have are 
royal ones. This one is fit for a King. 
A 
King prepares it and invites to it. Into a 
K ing’s company we come when we accept 
the invitation and sit down to the Lord’s 
Supper. This is the rallying point of the 
Christian life. 
Those wh.o say they are 
Christians 
and 
never 
come to it are 
stragglers and not soldura in Christ’s serv­ 
ice; found in the rear and not in the ranks 
when the line of battle is formed for the 
good fight of faith. 
Itis a sim plesupper—neither mystery nor 
miracle in it. 
Simple so children can un­ 
derstand, siDce by objects it appeals to the 
heart through the eye and the hand and 
the lip. The bread and cup speak more 
eloquently than words of the body and 
blood of the Lord. 
The lovers of Christ 
always hunger and thirst for the feast and 
this food. 


IV .— TH E CHRISTIAN SERMON. 
It m inisters to m an. The sermon will 
never grow old, since God is constantly 
raising up people who crave it as they do 
food. 
The poorest sermon has better 
nourishm ent for the Christian than the 
weary platitudes of politics or the garbage 
of the press. Sermons are not so dull as 
those persons who dislike to hear them. 
It ia not the sermon but the m ental 
stomach that is out of order. Do not 
be afraid of a long sermon. P aul’s sermon 
lasted unto m idnight because they had no 
completed Bible then, and he had, doubt­ 
less, to go over the whole gospel history 
with them . The sermon is the taking of 
the things of Christ and showing them 
forth to the people. The sermon magnifies 
God, not m an. The m inister is to get as 
m uch out of sight as possible. It is not his 
personal magnetism that does people good, 
but the word and wisdom of God. No 
subject foreign to this ideal has ever had a 
place in this pulpit during the past six 
years. 
We have preached and expounded 
the word of God as we promised to do at 
our ordination. 
V.—THE CHRISTIAN FAREWELL. 
The final day has come for us to part 
W e do so as cordial friends and fellow- 
servants of Christ. I have tried among you 
to be. first of all, Christian by presenting to 
you the ¡person and glory of Christ. A 
wonderful and beautiful theme, never ex­ 
hausted, and of which we should never 
tire. The more we 
know 
and see of 
Christ the better Christians we shall be. 
Secondly, I have tried to be conscientious 
and follow faithfully the path of right and 
truth as I see it. This has made me a con­ 
servative. I have stood alone in this city 
on some things since I could not indorse 
the modern revival methods of building up 
the churches. 
I believe such methods 
hurtful to true piety and stability in the 
church. This church agreed by its officers 
to follow a conservative course six years 
ago when I came among you. 
We have 
been consistent and have kept our promises. 
I believe this church will now show the 
wisdom of such a course. 
W ithout a n a’.t, 
when I go, you go on. 
My successor comes 
here next Sabbath. 
Not a single prayer- 
meeting is omitted, and you, w hile sad at 
my saying good-by’ yet move forward like 
veterans, if not strong in numbers, yet 
s'rong in faith and resolution. 
I have been 
Calvinistic, for I believe that is the system 
of doctrine taught in the Scriptures. 
It is 
certainly taught in our Confession of Faith, 
and, as loyal Presbyterians, we have been 
true to our honored blue flag. Calvinism 
is what the times w ant to correct the head- 
iuess of the age. The sovereignty of God 
is of more im portance than the free will of 
man. 
Man has too m uch will of his own 
anyway. 
We have preached as we have prayed 
‘ The Lord reigneth ; let the people trem ­ 
ble. The Lord reigneth : let the earth re­ 
joice.” And now farewell. 
And will you 
not fare well if you all with one accord 
give your attention to the Chtistian service, 
the Christian Sabbath, the Christian sacra 
m eut and the Christian sermon.

M ilwaukee, August 2 9 'h —At thism orn- 
ing’s session of the National iincam pm ent 
the election of officers was completed. Dr. 
Horace P. Porter, of Kansas, was chosen 
Surgeon-General; W . H . Childers, of K en­ 
tucky, Chaplain ; T. J. Levett, of New Jer­ 
sey, ju n io r Vice Commander. 
The Encam pm ent refused to recognize 
the Sons of Veterans as an auxiliary to the 
Grand Army of the Republic because of 
the disturbing faction in the former. 
Instead 
ot giving the two women’s 
organizations—the Loyal Ladies of the G. 
A . 11. and the W om en's Relief Corps—a 
formal indorsement, which would be con­ 
trary to tbc rules, it was recommended that 
the E jcsiupoient bid them God-speed in 
their work. 
W ays and means of 
forwarding the 
Logan m onum ent schem e were talked of 
at length. 
Tne chief event of the day was the red- 
hot time over the resolutions indorsing 
Pension Commissioner Tanner. 
Perkins of Kansas introduced a resolu­ 
tion heartily thanking the Administration, 
President H arrison, for the honor it has 
conferred on the G rand A rm y in appoint­ 
ing Corporal Tanner as Pension Commis­ 
sioner, heartily indorsing the latter’s con­ 
duct of the Bureau and denouncing the 
bitter and m alignant criticisms of the press 
upon his official conduct. 
General Barnum of New York offered a 
substitute to the effect that notw ithstand­ 
ing the assault ot an ut-friendly press, the 
encam pm ent declared its belief in the in­ 
tegrity of Corporal Tanner and its approval 
of his efforts to do all for old soldiers and 
sailors that the laws will allow’. 
Campbell of Kansas agreed with Barnum 
and said : “For fifteen years we have been 
declaring and others have been uttering 
the sentim ent that the country can never 
pay the debt due to the old soldiers, but 
Corpora! Tanner is the first officer that has 
m ade that sentim ent a practical reality. I 
believe it the duty of this encam pm ent to 
sustain him in working out that sentim ent. 
W e should make our indorsements strong 
enough. If Tanner is dishonest, or has 
done any crim inal act, we will tiud it out 
when the investigating committee now’ at 
w ork makes its report.” 
A delegate from M innesota urged the 
encam pm ent to ‘ stand up to the rack,” 
ar.d say that the Grand A rm y of the Re­ 
public will stand by Tanner until some­ 
thing wrong is clearly proved against him . 
A nother delegate said the resolution of 
confidence, like the substitute, should pro­ 
voke no opposition, but when it is made a 
m atter of judgm ent it becomes a club in 
the hands of Tanner's enemies. It is not 
his enemies but his friends that are investi­ 
gating him . 
We should not try to force 
the A dm inistration to suspend this investi­ 
gation. This encam pm ent knows nothing 
of the details of Tanner's work, and can­ 
not pass judgm ent upon it. If we pass the 
original resolution, and the committee of 
investigation should exonerate him , the 
opposition press would say the A dm inis­ 
tration did not dare to oppose the G. A. R„ 
and would have good reason for it. 
A recess was here taken until 3 p. m. 
In the afternoon B arnum ’s substitute 
was redrafted, to read as follow s: 
“T hat we thank President Harrison for 
the appointm ent of our comrade, Jam es 
Tanner, as Commissioner of Pensions, and 
notw ithstanding the assault made upon 
him , we declare our complete confidence in 
his integrity and our approval of his en­ 
deavors to do all that can be done under 
the laws for the veterans of war, and in 
connection with him we ask a full investi­ 
gation of his adm inistration of the affaire 
of the Pension B ureau.” 
This was adopted unanim ously under a 
suspension of the rules. 


A NAVAL BATTLE. 


M ilwaukee. 
August 2S);h.—This lias 
been the great day of the encam pm ent as 
regards crowds. The day trains brought 
in about SO,000 visitors, mostly from W is­ 
consin and Illinois, the great attraction be­ 
ing the night naval battle. 
F ully a quarter 
of a m illion people occupied the beach, 
and the vest am phitheater on the hillside 
of Lake Shore Park was packed with 
G rand Army men and their wives, the seats 
being reserved for them. 
The battle was splendid, being partici­ 
pated in by about sixty vessels, besides a 
stationary m ortar fleet, and by about 3,000 
infantry and artillery men. * There were 
fired 70,000 rounds of m usketry, 3,000 
shells, 1,500 rockets and 20,000 pounds of 
fireworks were exploded. 
The plan of battle was an attack by a 
hostile fleet and the landing of a m arine 
force, and a repulse by a shore battery sup­ 
ported by infantry. 
The line of battle fleet was led by the 
I’nited States man-of-war Michigan, and 
the revenue cutters Andy Johnson and 
Fessenden, the latter returning the fire. 
It is a splendid spectacle which the spec­ 
tators now see. As the vessels pour in their1 
port fire the land batteries respond. Guns, 
m ortars and rocket guns discharge their 
missiles, and as the fleet makes a circuit 
the vessels continue pouring in their raking 
broadsidts, and the land batteries aim their 
guns at the passing Heel until the burning 
wreckage is seen floating about here anu 
there. 
Burning kerosene 
barrels were 
utilized to bring about this delusion. 
A t.er a brisk action lasting about half an 
hour, there was a brilliant spectacle of 
hissing shot and shell and flaming rockets 
shooting in every direction, and water- 
witche; were skipping hither and thither 
in myriad confusion. 
Bopposiqg they had silenced the shore 
batteries the attacking forces now prepare 
to leave in sm all boats and complete the 
victory, but the beleaguered city is not 
ready to capitulate. The infantry force 
that has until now rem ained in reserve, 
presses forward on the beacli in front of 
the batteries ready to m eet the landing 
force. 
As they pour their steady tire, 
round after rouud, into the m idst of the 
approaching boats, the rear of m usketry 
liad superseded tiie boom of cannonading. 
The invading party is repulsed and retreats 
■ in confusion. Two vessels are so badly 
disabled they are blown up with powder. 
A magnificent pyrotechnic display followed 
the battle.

W a s h in g t o n , August 29th.—Colonel Mc­ 
Donald, United States Fish Commissioner, 
who yesterday returned to W ashington 
from a lour of inspection of the Fish Com­ 
mission stations on the W est coast and in 
the interior, states that he made a thorough 
inspection of the waters of the Yellowstone 
N ational Park for the purpose of ascertain­ 
ing what varieties of fishes are best suited 
to them . 
The area in the park entirely without 
fish am ounts to about 1,500 square miles 
and includes the headwaters of several 
small rivers and their tributaries. 
Commissioner McDonald intends at an 
early day to plant 5,000 E as'eni brook 
trout in the middle and west forks of Gard­ 
ner river above the cascades. H e will at 
the same time send a party with one of the 
Commission’s cars to collect native black 
spotted trout in the Gardner and place 
these fish in the east fork of the river 
above the falls. This party will also col­ 
lect some native whitefish of Gardner river 
for the purpose of stocking some of the 
sm all lakes. 
This will be the beginning of a very ex­ 
tensive fish cultural work which it is the 
intention of the Commission to carry ou in 
connection with the park. 
Next spring it is proposed to stock lakes 
Shoshone 
and Lewis with 
Lickhaven 
trout and salmon and Madison river with

H as She Been Accepted by th e Govern­ 
m ent ?—A L«*};al Oue.stiou. 


W a s h in g t o n . August 29th.—It appears 
probable that when the point of settlem ent 
is reached between the Navy Departm ent 
and the contractors for furnishing the 
dynam ite cruiser 
Vesuvius some legal 
questions will have to be disposed of. Al­ 
though built by Cramps, the vessel was 
contracted for by the Pneum atic Dynamite 
Gun Company, which sublet the contract. 
Before Secretary W hitney retired he ac­ 
cepted the vessel, so far as the speed, range 
and accuracy of fire were concerned, but 
required proof of the rapidity of the fire. 
This last requirem ent has never been met, 
owing to a series of unfortunate accidents 
to the m achinery.

ENGLAND'S SUBSIDY POLICY. 


D em and for M easures Strengthening Our 
Steam ship Lines. 
[From tlie New York Tribune.J 
The British 
Government has 
served 
American Free Traders an ill turn. 
Their 
dogmatic explanation of the decline of the 
commercial m arine of the U nited States 
has been “ the burdens, evils and system­ 
atized foliy of the tariff.” 
Let there be un ­ 
restricted commercial intercourse with all 
nations, they have said, and the American 
flag will be im m ediately restored to all 
seas. W hen rem inded that the strongest 
free-trade country in the world finds it 
necessary to subsidize steam ship lines by 
m ail contracts, they have furnished incom­ 
plete statistics, and passionately denied 
that this was England’s policy. The action 
of the British Government in granting a 
ten-year subsidy of $300,000 for the estab­ 
lishm ent of m ail service 
between V an­ 
couver and Hongkong is a practical refuta­ 
tion of these 
denials. 
The Canadian 
Parliam ent,has already voted a subsidy for 
the same line, which will soon be in a posi­ 
tion to compete w ith the San Francisco 
steamers in the transportation of tea and 
Chinese wares to the U nited States m arket. 
A subsidy voted by the British Commons 
for strengthening the commercial m arine 
of a free-trade Em pire would seem to fur­ 
nish an unansw erable precedent for the 
adoption of a sim ilar policy in the United 
States under the bigh-tarifi system. It cer­ 
tainly disposes of the stale free-trade argu­ 
m ent that the American Hag can be restored 
to the seas by the abolition of the tariff. 
Canadian am bition, however, does not 
m ake the establishm ent of the Hongkong 
line its so’e objective point. 
Efforts are to 
be put forth at once to divert the Australian 
and New Zealand m ails from San Francisco 
to Vancouver, and by competition, aided 
by liberal Government support, to crnsh 
out the American line now operating in the 
south seas. T he B ritish Government has 
not yet granted a subsidy for this purpose, 
but it will iuevitably do so before long. 
The mails are now carried under the 
American flag; but the larger share of the 
mail rem uneration or subsidy by which the 
line is kept afloat conies from the New Zea­ 
land arid A ustralian Governments, which 
hare justly complained of so one sided an 
arrangement. 
The Canadian Pacific will 
have an excellent chance of obtaining the 
mails and trade. W ith subsidized steamers 
plying from Vancouver to China, Japan, 
New Zealand and Australia, and with fast 
steamers between Quebec and H alifax and 
European ports supported at the expense 
of the Governments of the -Dominion and 
Great Britain, that railway will becomeone 
of the chief m ilitary and trade routes of 
the free-trade em pire. Subsidies will ac­ 
complish this re su lt; and Americans will 
then have the privilege of witnessing the 
decline of their few rem aining Pacific lines 
and ot im porting their A ustralian mails, 
their tea, silks ar.d Japanese wares from 
Vancouver and W innipeg. 
This subsidy policy, by which England 
and Canada are largely profiting, ought to 
warn Congress of the necessity for coun­ 
teracting competition that wili be ruinous 
to American commerce. The tim e is op­ 
portune for a radical departure in policy at 
W ashington. The Pan-American Congress 
meeting in October will revive interest in 
the development of trade with other coun­ 
tries on tliis Continent. 
A large measure 
for encouraging the establishm ent and 
strengthening of steam ship lines running 
from American ports to Brazil, the Argen­ 
tine Republic, the west coast co u n tru so f 
South America, Australia and China will 
do much to restore the flag to the seas and 
to open foreign m arkets for the export 
trade. 
In this way an auxiliary navy can 
be rapidly built, for the mail steamers may 
be constructed and arm ed so as to be em ­ 
ployed by the Government as cruisers and 
transports whenever the occasion arises. 
This is one of the conditions under which 
the English subsidy has been granted to 
the Hongkong and Vancouver Line. 
It 
can properly he made the basis of sim ilar 
legislation by the next Congress for the re­ 
vival of the American commercial marine. 
5\ hat is needed is a large measure, dealing 
not with one or two corporations, but with 
all competitors lor enlarging trade relations 
with foreign c>>iintri«s. 
In this way the 
whole question of restoring American 
prestige on the seas will be lifted out of the 
low levels of corporation interests to the 
high ground of National policy. The Brit­ 
ish free-trade subsidy for vessels that may 
be converted into cruisers points out the 
way.
